RECTOR’S MESSAGE 


Christ our Passover is sacrificed for 
us therefore let us keep the Feast. 


We come this morning to greet the Risen Christ. Easter falling almost 
on the great Jewish festival of the Passover, draws much of its symbolism 
from the Passover ceremonies, and the first Christians saw in Christ’s Re- 
surrection God’s deliverance of his people from the kingdom of death and 
darkness, even as by Moses, he had delivered their forefather’s from bondage 
in Pharoah’s kingdom. 

In the joy of Easter, Christianity differs from all other religions. Other 
religions have their great founders and masters, who taught their followers, 
but when their time had come, left to their disciples the task of carrying 
on their work alone. But the joy of Easter is that Christ did not leave us 
comfortless. He has come to us. And as Moses led the children of Israel 
in their wandering through the wilderness, so Christ still leads his people 
through the wilderness of this world until they come to the Kingdom pre- 
pared for them, and leads us to eternal victory. 

The central point of the Easter message is not only, that because 
Christ rose from the dead, we have a proof of the actuality of immortality. 
All other faiths have had belief in some sort of immortality, of existence 
beyond death, but that all life is one piece, as is life before and after birth, 
and that through Christ’s aid and conquest we may face the future without 
fear or trembling. “We know that all things work together for good to 
them that love God.” 


May this Easter bring you through God’s mercy true joys and the peace 
that only He can give.
